orders in the courſe of this work; yet as the im- 
proper uſe of it is attended frequently wich the moſt 


fatal conſequences, it has been judged neceffary to 
bring i into one point of view all thoſe caſes in which

Bleeding may be adminiſtered with advantage, as 
well as thoſe in which it is highly prejudicial. In 
all inflammatory diſeaſes, it ſhould by no means 
be omited, as in the Pleuriſy, and Peripneumony, 
during the firſt days; but ſo ſoon as the ſymptoms 
of ſuppuration appear expectotating medicines are 
the moſt proper means from whieh to expect relief, 
and the uſe of the lancet muſt be totally forbid.
